Applicant respectfully requests reconsideration of this application. 
Applicant respectfully traverses the rejections under 35 U.S.C §103. There is no 
motivation for making any of the combinations proposed by the Examiner and, therefore, 
there is no prima facie case of obviousness. Nothing in the art suggests making the 
combinations and hindsight reasoning based upon Applicant's disclosure cannot be used- 
Claims 1, 3-7, 15 and 17-20 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. §103 as being 
unpatentable over the combination of Olson and Park, et aL There is no motivation for 
making the combination because there is no benefit to Olson for adding a material made 
by the process disclosed in Park, et al The Olson weather stripping includes flocked 
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
